If this great quality should die out 
from our political life, if it should be greatly diminished |) 
and permitted to sink gradually into decay, our political 
life will have lost a principal redeeming feature,—our free- 
dom will have lost one of its best securities,—our statesmen 
will have lost the surest and best means of managing men. 
Should it be thought that certain representatives of the 
sister island are clamorous aad abusive, the more necessary 
it is that they should learn by example that such is not 
the mammer of Eaglish statesmen. 


THE WISE AND THE UNWISE PROPOSALS FOR 
ALTERING THE CODE OF MARITIME WARFARE. 


Tene is no subject which more requires effectual discussion 
than the present law of maritime warfare. On the one 
hand, there is a disposition to propose large and sweeping 
innovations in it; on the other hand, on the part of our) 
older statesmen there is a reluctance to consider or consent 
to almost any innovation. Mr Horsfall, as the representa- | 
tive of Liverpool, is at an early day to bring the whole sub- | 
ject under the notice of the House of Commons, and, as a pre- | 
tude to the discussion which will then take place, we will || 
venture to offer one or two brief remarks. 

There are three interests to be considered in adjusting the 
roles of warfare at sea,—the interests of the two belligerents, 
and the interest of neutrals; and for the most part the latter 
is opposed to the two former. The interest of the two belli- 
gerents, we may broadly say, is the same. Both must wish, 
as a general rale, and putting special exceptions out of view 
for the moment, that the strongest of the two shall win. 
The object of war is an appeal to arms ; reasoning has failed 
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to decide a controversy, and the ultimate arbiter—the coarse 
arbiter of all things, foree,—is invoked to decide it. The time 
for pacific argument has passed away.’ The controversy is 
narrowed to a single plain issue, which of the two com 
batants hasthe greater power ? The sole object of the com- 
batants in framing rules of warfare would be to develop as 
much as possible the best means of deciding that question as 
soon as possible. Let the stronger exert his full strength, 
and which is the weaker will be the sooner plain. 

On the other hand, the interest of neutrals is for the most 
part diametrically opposed to this. Every sort of warfare 
always may be, and often is, injurious to neutrals. Neutrals, as 
such, wish to trade with both combatants just as if peace had 
continued,—as if no conflict had begun to rage ; and the best 
law, according to théir judgment, is that which most restricts 
the operations of war—which makes them as few as possible— 
which makes them as mild as possible—which as much as 

ible assimilates war to peace. The belligerent’s interest 
is that the code of war should be laxly permissive on every 
occasion that would show the belligerent’s trnestrength ; the 
neutral’s, that it be stringently prohibitive on that occasion as 
on all others. 

Up to a late period the laws of maritime warfare, espe- 
cially those recognised and advocated by this country, were 
made entirely, or almost entirely, in the interest of the 
belligerent. Their evident object was one and one only: 
it was to give the nation which owned most ships 
the best means of using those ships,—to give the 
nation which owned the stronger ships the best means 
of putting forth advantageously and effectually that 
greater power. That law is susceptible of a very 
simple expression. “ Any ship,” according to it, “ of either 
“ belligerent, duly authorised for that purpose, might capture 
“‘ any vessel or any cargo of the other belligerent”; every 
vessel of war, whether a privateer or a vessel owned by Go- 
vernment, went to sea with a licence to do all the harm it 
could to the enemy’s floating property, whatever it was and 
wherever it could be found. Besides this, we advocated the 
permission of a “ paper blockade,”—a sort of theoretical inter- 
dict which prohibited neutrals from entering a port, though 
it might be to all appearance open, though not a ship of war 
might be within countless miles of it, though all the ordinary 
incentives to profitable trade suggested an intercourse with 
it. In addition, we—and all the world in this at least agreed 
with us—probibited the importation of articles useful in war 
(by a barbarous law-phrase called contraband of war) into 
the country with which we were at war. 

No code could be better adapted to its avowed object. It 
strengthened the strongest belligerent. It enabled the most 
powerful naval combatant in the particular conflict to conquer 
as soon as possible, and to overpower as completely as pos- 
sible, the other combatant. Itenabled the stronger to destroy 
the commerce of the weaker,—to capture his ships, to confis- 
cate his cargoes, to interdict his whole coast from trade, to 
seize at the other end of the earth munitions of war pre- 
sumably intended for him. This code was almost complete 
in logic, and thoroughly efficient in practice. 

The objection to it is that it was too efficient. The third 
party to the controversy would not endure it. The interest 
of the neutral was not regarded by the framers of the code, and 
very naturally all neutrals revolted against the code. So 
long as maritime warfare was a duel between two great naval 
nations in an ocean where their commerce was the only one 
which needed thought, such a law might endure; but as soon 
as many tradiog nations crowded into naval importance, the 
voice of the neutral was heard, and the law was modified. 
The Declaration of Paris embodied that modification. Many 
of our statesmen, Lord Russell among the rest, more or less 
at the time disapproved of that compact, but in reality we 
had no longer a choice. Lord Clarendon yielded not to a 
diplomatic convenience, but to a military necessity. The 
power of neutrals was so great, that we could not insist on 
our stringent code during the Russian war—that we were 
obliged to suspend its most important provisions—that before 
the Declaration of Paris we observed, and were compelled to 
observe, every clause of that Declaration. 

The principal rules of maritime warfare are now these. 
We (that is the nations who have agreed to the compact of 
Paris) permit a belligerent to capture the ships of his enemy 
and the cargoes of his enemy on board of such ships, but

Several amendments in this code are suggested by variog 
rsons. Some wish to abolish altogether the law of 
and of war, and it would seem, from a late letter, that i

authority of his opinion. But, except for that authority, | 
we should have said that the proposal was on the fag 
of it inadmissible and absurd. That you should wa} 
with a nation, and that you should allow, nev 
that nation to arm itself at will—to import muskets| 
which you can prohibit, and gunpowder which you qa) 
prevent,—seems insane. It is a Christian duty not to kill | 
your antagonist, but it is no duty to help your antagonist to| 
kill yourself. If in war you may kill your enemy, you may} 
surely prevent his obtaining a weapon with which he will try} 
to kill you. 
It has also been suggested that the right of blockade 
should be abolished entirely. But it seems scarcely possible. 
to advance so far without contradicting practices and maxims 
which are as old as war itself, and which seem likely to last 
as long as war, for they are essential to it. The notion of 
@ siege is as old as the notion of a battle. To reduce your) 
enemy by starvation, is as ancient as natural, as efficient ay 
expedient as that of killing him by arms. There is no ad 
vantage in a sentimental code of war; at the best it will be 
a terrible calamity; and the most really merciful code is that 
which makes war most sharp, and therefore most short. 
There is no advantage in laying down rules of war opposed 
to the overpowering tendencies of human nature in all times 
and countries. It is idle to propose to men that they shall 
not starve out an enemy if they can: to the end of time if 
they can they will, and if they think they can, they will try. 
An illusory appearance of philosophical reason is some- 
times given to the proposal thus :—It is said that the uni- 
versal tendency of modern warfare—the perpetual course of 
the various recent alterations in the code of war-—has been to 
confine combats to fleets and armies, and to permit ordinary 
men to pursue unharmed their ordinary callings. And ss 
far as respects the rules of combat this is true. No one now 
proposes to massacre ordinary villagers or even to enslave 
them. Soldiers now fight with soldiers, and not with un- 
armed peasants. But combat is not the sole expedient of 
war. As we have explained, starvation is an original and 
an inseparable expedient of it too. And there has been 0 
tendency to confine, and there is no reason for confining, the

operation of starvation to soldiers only. Partially starving}. 


a large community is the most efficient weapon of possible 
warfare, is far more searching and decisive than the entire 
starvation of a petty garrison. 

Both these propositions assume s principle precisely 
opposite to that upon which our naval code, as we bave 
explained, was based at first. Then, our code was 
entirely in the interest of the belligerent ; mow, if these pro- 
posals were adopted, it would be entirely in the interest of 
the neutral. By the old code, the neutral might be entirely 
excluded from his ordinary commerce with the enemy; by 
the new proposed code, he is to enjoy the whole of that com 
merce. Formerly, he could do nothing as usual with 
certainty ; now, for certain he is to be able to do every 
thing as usual. There can be no more conclusive objectio 
to the proposal. When the conflicting interests of seve 
parties are to be conciliated, it is certain that a pro 
framed exclusively in the interests of one of them will be 
inadmissible. 

We have been careful to explain the inexpediency of these 
two innovations, because we fear they will encumber the 
ground and stand in the way of the really expedient innové- 
tion. What is really wanted is not a further concession @ 
the neutral, but a better understanding of the interest of 
belligerent. The present law of warfare is not too upfavour

It is worth observing, that the exemption of enemy’s ships 
from capture would of itself abolish privateering. A pri- 
vateer is odious because he is an authorised plunderer and 
pirate. There is no harm in fitting out a vessel for the ser- 
vice of your country; presumably it is a deserving and 
patriotic undertaking ;—but there is harm in prey- 
ing on the unarmed ships and cargoes of others, and there- 
fore the act is in sound ethies, as well as in matter of fact, 
disreputable. The best preservative from beasts of prey is 
to remove the prey: privateers would cease when prizes 
were abolished. 

On the whole, therefore, we are sure that an accurate in - 
vestigation will show that the laws of maritime warfare are 
capable of material amendment; that it is the especial in- 
terest of England to have them amended; that private pro- 
perty at sea should be as sacred as on shore, (where it is 
only injured when its injury aids a military operation) ; that 
our blockades are essential, though we ought to know better 
than now what is a blockade ; that the probibition of muni- 
tions or contraband of war is likewise essential though we ought 
to havea plain list of what they are; that it is most important 
that reformers of our maritime code should only ask for 
what is practicable and just, since they will be opposed by 
veteran statesmen who were trained in the doctrines of a 
past age, and who seem unable to perceive that of these 
doctrines they have now abandoned the beneficial half, but 
are still retaining the injurious half.

The test of a good rule of war, as we before said, is its doubt whether it has the power, even if it has the will to 


do so. 

Let us briefly review the situation. There can be no 
doubt that the appeal of the Emperor to M. Fould, and the 
not very flourishing state of the finances, have encouraged a 
certain liberality in the expression of discontent which is 
somewhat of a new feature under the Empire. Bold re- 
publicans like M. Emile Ollivier openly charge the Govern- 
ment with stock-jobbing ; and revolutionary Democrats like 
Prince Napoleon do not hesitate to clamour for the “com- 
“ pletion of the edifice,” the universal recognition of the 
principle of nationalities, and the audacious foreign policy of 
a revolutionary Empire. On the other hand, it is said that 
the propertied and middle classes to whom the Emperor had 
looked as to a make-weight against the older type of Demo- 
crats, are disgusted with the disorder into- which he has 
brought the finances, at the heavy taxation to which they 
are subjected, and still more disgusted at the paralysing un- 
certainty which continues to hang over the question of peace or 
war. Hence they are likely, it is supposed, to withdraw their 
support, unless the Emperor takes the strong measure of grant- | 
ing a bona fide constitution which would put the control of all 
important questions within their own power. If to these 
malcontents we add the partisans of the old régime, and the 
more formidable band of Ultramontanists, it is thought that 
the French Empire has few active friends left, and may fall 
by its own weight. 
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But without in the least excusing the social and political 
tyranny which now prevails in France, we must yet express 
our sincere doubt whether these elements of disaffection really 
amount to any very strong sum-total, Of course in France 
ihore than in any other country every political change 
is more or less unexpected and spasmodic, and it may 
reach the doors before we are even aware of its approach. 
Bat calculating merely by what we see, we doubt much 
Whether the Emperor is not now at least as strong as 
ever,—and if this be the case, we all know how much 
or how little to look for any immediate troubling of 
the waters. There never has been a time when some 
of the parties we have named have not been actively 
ostile. In the very commencement of his reign Louis 
Napoleon declared against both the Legitimists and the 
Rel Republicans, and has never flinched from that position. 
Very early in his régime he deeply offended the Papal party. 
And now, therefore, the sole strictly new condition which has 
been introduced into the problem is the partial dissatisfac- 
tion of the middle classes at the expensiveness of his Govern- 
ment and the intended increase of taxation. Now, we must 
say this is a very insufficient cause for fear. The classes in 
uestion are always conservative even when dissatisfied. 

hey would prefer the Government to which they are 
pretty well accustomed to the indefinite prospect of a change, 
éven though they do use their privilege of grumbling at it. 
It is not the commercial classes, nor even the middle classes, 
who will promote in France a Revolutionary change. 


Perhaps the only real ground for alarm, if there be any, 
fs that the Jacobin masses among the owvrters seem to have 
discovered that there is another Buonaparte who possesses a 
mofe advanced faith,—a faith more clearly revolutionary,— 
than the head of the present régime himself. In France 
there is $0 Much if a mere name,—so much in the belief in 
@ léader,—that any speech of the “ younger branch” of the 
Budnaparte family in favour of extending and completing 
the triumph of the principles of 1789, would be likely enough 
to produce more commotion than it deserves,—as indeed 
seems to have beéh rerently the case in Paris. The wild 
panegytic pronounted by the Prince on the éries of “ Down 
“with the Nobles,” with which Buonaparte’s return from 
Elba was received in France, is likely enough to excite the 
sleeping virus of @eniocracy, and to persuade it that in 
taking Prince Jerome for its leader it has the promise of a 
hew presitge. Such, at all events, appears to have been the 
effect of his words upon the ouvriers, if we may judge by the 
accounts we receive. But the more the democratic spirit 
fises, the more eagerly will the middle classes, who 
fear nothing so much as a new chaos, rally round 
the Imperial Government,—and it can scarcely be sup- 

that Prince Jerome, clever as he andoubtedly is in a 
ighty and reckless way, has either the capacity or the 
vigour to use the democratic feeling as a political lever of 
real power. We may be quite sute tha,t while the present 
Emperor lives at least, his cousin will never be a formidable 
foe ;—and as for the mere strength of the Jacobin opinion, 
the Emperor encountered and subdued that at a tite when 
it was probably much stronger than it now is, and when he 
himself had less efficient instruments in his hands. 

The truth seéms to us to be that the Emperor's Govern- 
ment is probably firm enough, so Jong as it gratifies France 
with a certain splendour in the scale of its foreign policy, 
and keeps the hungry and dangerous classes quiet by public 
works. There will always be angry factions opposed 
to it,— men who would go mich further, and men 
who would not go #o far,—cultivated men who fret 
very jastly under the embargo on free thought and speech, 
and who despise the needy and undignified instruments of 
‘the Imperial Government,—religious fanatics who fret still 
‘more at the Emperor's resolve to rule his Church as well as 
his ration, and to yield nothing to the pretensions of a 
feeble and obstinate Pope —politonl enthusiasts who long 
for a new upheaving of the revolutionary forces in the hope 
that some new Order may be educed,—but the mass of the 
French people will hardly move while they have a leader of 
whose name and achievements they are proud, and who 
ministers at ohce to the sense of security and the passion for 
@ational glory.

Soe ence which has just been laid before Parlia- 
ment gives us a very interesting and instructive account of 
t state and prospects of the commercial inter- 
i course of this country and the other Western Powers with the 
| singular Empire of Japan, and eonfirms the observations 
which we wade some months ago on the ambiguous and 


| ditioult position in which we had placed ourselves under the 
treaty extorted from the Japanese Government, Mr 
Mloock's narrative of the attack on the British Legation at 
‘Yeddo, and of the circumstances which preceded and followed 
it, and Admiral Hope's very clear and comprehensive outline 
ithe constitution of Japan and the history of its relations 
with foreigners, enable us, probably for the first time, to esti- 
mate the nature of the resposibility which we have incurred 
by our recent policy. 

The correspondence itself has a historical character, re- 
carding as it does the gradual enlightenment of Mr Alcock 
himself on several points essential to a distinct view of 
the general question ; and it is only just to say that, without 
imputing hastiness of judgment to the representative of Her 


Majesty's Government, the modifications in his first impres- 
sions are all favourable tothe good faith aad intentions of the 
Executive Government. Commencing on the mor- 

row of the attempted assassination of the Legation, the 
nel of a long series of vexations and inexplicable delays 
a evasions, it is not remarkable that the earlier commu- 
nications of Mr Alcock fail to do that justice to the motives 
of the ostensible rulers of Japan to which subsequent dis- 
dosures and his own maturer convictions inevitably led. The 
constitution of Japan is so peculiar and complicated, both 
in theory and practical operation, that a foreigner may 
well be excused for some misapprehension of acts which 
at first sight appear unaccountable on any other inter- 
pretation than that of premeditated treachery. From the 
statement of Admiral Hope, it appears that several centuries 
before the Christian era there was a supreme ruler of Japan 
called the “‘ Mikado,” combining in his person a hereditary 
eelesiastical authority with an absolute power over the 
feudal Princes whose territories composed the Empire. In 
the middle of the twelfth century the turbulence of the feudal 
nobles led to the appointment of an officer, now called the 
“Tycoon,” *to the command of the’ military forces of the 
Empire. The “Tycoon” began with dividing the temporal 
power with the Mikado, and ended in obtaining exclu- 
sive possession of it, Towards the end of the twelfth cen- 
tury the occupier of the throne of the Tycoon — Tyko 
Sema—a man of great ability and ambition, reduced 
the refractory princes and nobles to subjection—leaving, 
however, to twenty-four of the first-class Daimios 
or Princes, who had been his allies, their extensive 
territories and a direct dependence on the Mikado. A sub- 
sequent revolution placed on the throne of the Tycoon the pre- 
sent reigning family, that of Prince Kiusiu; but it is under- 
stood that the Princes of Mito and Owarre are also eligible, 
and have antiquated claims to be Tycoon. If this were all, 
the Government would be simple enough. But the Tycoon 
himself has become a nullity in the presence ofa great council, 
composed of all the Daimics io receipt of incomes of 30,000/ a 
Yearand upwards. This council appoints the Gorogio, or council 
of five Daimios, who, with a second council of eight, conduc’ 
public affairs, nominally as the Tycoon’s Ministers. Any power 
May possess, therefore, seems to depend on the personal 
ascendaney of the reigning Tycoon among the Daimios.

The treaties of 1852 | 
and 1858 reopened communications ; but the eonduet ef some 
of the strangers thusre-admitted, we are told by Mr Aleock, was 
not such as to conciliate the prejudices already existing against 
them. The Daimios were those who most resisted theinnovation. 
They saw little advantage to themselves, and a probable dimi- 
nution of their power, in the enrichment of the trading elasses 
whom they have hitherto kept in a state of complete social 
and political insignificance. The T'yeoon’s Goverament felt 
the first effects of this anger. Soon after the completion of 
Commodore Perry’s treaty, in 1852, the Tycoon was assassi- 
nated, After that of Mr Harris, in 1858, his successor was 
poisoned by Prince Mito, who wished to place his nephew 
on the throne, on anti-foreign principles. But the Regeot 
or Gotairo sueceeded in establishing the heir of the house 
of Kiusiu, a minor. The Gotairo paid the forfeit of his life 
for this, being assassinated in broad daylight by a of 
Mito’s followers. A follower of the Gotairo ave him by 
assassinating Prince Mito, and it was under these unpro- 
pitious circumstances that the English Legation took up their 
residence at Yeddo. 

The attempt upon their lives was attributed by the Govern- 
ment of the Tycoon to an ebullition of popular resentment 
against the foreigners ; but the real fact seems to be that che 
plot originated in the hatred of the Daimios,—the misereants 
being possibly some of the followers of Mito, at any rate depen- 
dents of the oligarchy, —the foundations of whose the 
change threatened to sap. The merchants and traders of the 
ports appear very desirous of using the new avenues of eom- 
merce, of which fact we shall presently adduce incontrover- 
tible proofs. ‘The inhabitants of the interior appear te be 
generally either passively friendly or indifferent, though one ease 
is mentioned of a decided desire to avail themselves of the inno- 
vation. Subsequent to the first demand by foreigners of the 
vegetable wax, 20,000 trees, as Mr Alcock was informed, 
had been planted not far from Nagasaki, yet carefully con- 
cealed from foreigners. The special plea of the Tyeoon’s 
Goveroment for the alleged popular ill feeling was, that be- 
sides old prejudices, the prices of things had rise #0 mech 
since the exports to foreign parts, that great scarcity and dis- 
tress existed among the poorer classes. The English Lega- 
tion, however, seem tu have succeeded in discovering that 
this distress has been mach aggravated, if not entirely ereated 
for their own purposes, by the Daimios, who have in some 
cases stopped the transport of rice into the interior to lead 
colour to their accusations against. the foreign trade. On the 
whole, the fact seems to be that the Daimios are as @ class 
decidedly hostile to the foreign trade,—that the political and 
social power of the country is as yet entirely in their hands,—. 
and that they possess the means of poisoning the naturally 
friendly feelings of the mass of the population by artificial 
means, not easily to be encountered or prevented. 

Under such circumstances, the conduct of the Executive 
Government of the Tycoon can hardly besaid to have heen 
hostile or very treacherous. They could scarcely be expect. 
to desire the continuance of an intercourse ean 
pretext with their political opponents of a aad 
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They have taken considerable 


possibly fatal agitation. 
care and been at great expense in protecting the persons of 
the Embassy from injury. If these measures have been found 
inefficient, it has arisen very much from the difficulty of 
guarding any one from assassination in such a country, as is 
proved in the case of the Tycoons and Gotairo themselves. 
The commercial treaty was, in point of fact, forced upon 
\*them by an armed demonstration. They have now to make 
the best of it for themselves, and those whom it has introduced 
under their protection, in the face of an undoubtedly hostile 
and powerful party. They can only do so by compro- 
mising and trimming between the twoextremes. Mr Alcock 
seems to acquit them of deliberate bad faith. It is surely 
| our duty and policy, under such circumstances, to meet and 
aid them as far as we can, consistently with the position we 
have taken up and our own safety. We must either do this, 
or, as Mr Alcock points out, throw ourselves into a war of 
extermination against the dominant Daimios. To abandon 
| the trade altogether seems now out of the question. What- 
ever may be said of its first introduction, it is now an 
established fact of great importance and a sound basis, if 
not wantonly trifled with, for great social changes in Japan.

The Government of the Tycoon, in the communication 
addressed in his name to the Queen of Great Britain, asks 
for a suspension of the opening of the new ports in Japan for 
seven years, in order to give time for the calming down of 
the public excitement and the gradual removal of the preju- 
dice against the foreign trade. Mr Alcock and Admiral 
Hope recommend concessions on this point, under the difficult 
circumstances in which the Japanese Government is placed, 
but with accompanying stipulations which shall definitely 
mark that we have no intention of giving up permanently 
the rights we have acquired under treaty, or of surrendering 
the new position which we have taken in our relations with 
the Japanese Government. Earl Russell, in the despatch 
with which these papers conclude, adopts these suggestions, 
leaving, however, very judiciously, a large latitude to Mr 
Alcock as to the best means of carrying them into practical 
effect :-— 

It appears to Her Majesty’s Government that if, in order to 
comply with the wishes of the Tycoon, and appease public discon- 
tent in Japan, these concessions are to be made, a equivalent 
should be obtained. This full equivalent should consist, in the 
opinion of Her Majesty’s Government—

The ascendancy of th 
Daimios is at present a powerful fact, and we must deal with 
it as such ; fostering meanwhile, as well as we can, the 
nucleus of a better state of things in the increasing good-wil} 
and interests of the mercantile classes and the population at 
large. Time and patience may do much, and may modify 
even Daimio prejudices. At any rate we shall enter on our 
unpleasant duty, if then necessary, at the end of the allotted 
period, with a much better acquaintance with the real state 
of things in Japan and the real feelings of the Japanese than 
we can at present, and shall thus, perhaps, be able to avoid 
that most hopeless of .all diplomatic entanglements—a state 
of semi-hostility with a semi-civilised and misgoverned 
country. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE TABLES, 
Tue publication of the Board of Trade Tables has beea 
delayed till they have lost some part of their interest, The 
President of the Board of Trade some time since anticipated 
the figures of his department, and told us the principal 
facts.

NEGRO SLAVERY AND THE AMERICAN CIVIL 
WAR 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 
_ $z,—Will you allow me space for a few remarks on the ques- 
bab in your article of last Saturday respecting the pro- 
le consequences to Negro slavery of the success respectively of 
the Northern or Southern States in the present contest ? In that 
you contend, against the view taken by Mr Mill, that the 
dence of the South would offer a fairer prospect for the

on the ground that, the South being once a separate State with 
fixed boundaries, the further extension of slavery would be impos- 
sible, and the area of the institution being thus circumscribed, its |

ing territories. In this reasoning it seems to me that some |} 


important considerations are overlooked, which perhaps you will 
allow me to point out. 


The “ independence ” of the South is a somewhat vague idea, 
and is consistent, according to the terms on which it may be 
achieved, with very different consequences as the position 
and prospects of slavery. The South, for example, might be 
recognised as an or ndent State on the condition of taking for 
its boundary on the West the river Sabrine, or, still better, the 
Mississippi, and independence obtained on these terms would 
probably be attended with the satisfactory results which you anti- 
cipate ; but then independence upon these terms, or upon terms 
at all like these, would only, I imagine, be accepted by the South 
after the most, disastrous reverses, after undergoing somethi 
nearly approaching to complete subjugation. On the other hand, 
the independence of the South might take place on the terms of 
taking for its boundary, say, the line of the Missouri Compromise 
and the frontier of Mexico, and this I infer from your expression, 
‘* Slavery hemmed in between a protected and secure Mexico on 
the one hand and a free Republic on the other,” approaches more 
nearly to the conception of an independent South which you have 
in view; but the independence of the South obtained on these 
terms, far from providing for the immediate decline and ulti- 
mate extinction of slavery, would, as it seems to me, give a great 
impulse to its extension, and open a field for the plentiog of 
slave institutions, the occupation of which could only be fully 
effected by means of a vast addition to the present slave 
population.. The 4,000,000 enslaved negroes now in the Southern 
States are, it is well known, quite insufficient for the cultivation of 
the area already at the disposal of those States ; but when to this 
area is added the Indian territory at the back of Arkansas, New 
Mexico, and the districts of Chihuahua and Sonora (which [ take 
it no vigilance on the part of the North or of European Govern- 
ments would prevent the South from appropriating when its 


frontier was once made conterminous with that of Mexico),—I | 


say when all this territory is added to that which the South 
already possesses, a vast field would be thrown open for slave { 
colonisation, and a demand for slaves would be created whi 
could only be adequately met in one way—by the revival of the 
African slave trade, if it be correct to speak of the revival 
of a trade which has been for several years in active opera- | 
tion. This at least is the opinion of Mr A. Stephens, 
the present Vice-President of the Southern Confederation, whoin 
1860, in a speech to his constituents, thus expressed himeelf : — 
‘« We can divide Texas into five Slave States, and get Chihuahua 
and Sonora, if we have the Slave population ; but it is as plain as 
anything that, unless the number of African stock be increased, 
we have not the population, and might as well abandon the race 
with our brethren of the North in the colonisation of the Terri- 
tories.” “ Negro slavery,” exelaimed this enthusiast in the 
cause of human wrongs, contemplating the field which the acqui- 
sition of this territory in conjunction with the slave trade would 
open for the propagation of the institution, “ Negro slavery is 
but in its infaney.”

With a 
domain reaching from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, and an 
adequate slave force to cultivate it, unhampered by Northern 
alliances, the Slave Power would possess a coherence and 
strength which it has never before enjoyed, and would occupy a 
position from which, when a complication in European litics 
afforded an opportanity, it might prosecute with effect its 
propagandist policy, and eventually, under favourable cireum- 
stances, extend its institutions over the Southern portions of the 
continent. 


But the “complete victory” of the North, followed by a reha- 
bilitation of the Union, would, it is contended, be more disastrous 
still than the independence of the South on the terms just con- 
sidered. For my part, I do not expect or desire to see the Union 
restored ; still I cannot think that its restoration after a decided 
triumph ‘by the North would be attended with the consequences 
you anticipate. I think it exceedingly unfair to judge of what the 
course of the Union would be with the Republican party in 
power—a party formed for the purpose of resis\ing the aggressions 
of the Slave interest—from what it has been with a pro-slavery 
party in power, whose cardinal principle was slavery extension, 
more particularly when the anti-slavery party would enter‘on its 
career after having effectually humbled its opponents. The 
exclusion of slavery from the Territories is the distinctive principle 
of the Republican party, and it is difficult to suppose that this 
principle, which this party refused to give up to save the countr 
from civil war, would be gratuitously abandoned after that civil 
war had been brought to a triumphant termination. I confess, 
too, it appears to me quite inoredible that the Southern leaders 
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ly ignorant of the requirements of their own

| of the North, but such a partial success (for ite defeat I regard, 
| in the absence of European intervention, as impossible) as may 
| lead it to patch ot its quarrel with its opponents by a compro- 
| mise,—whether that compromise consist in a re-establishment of 
the Union with new coticessions to the South, or the recognition 
| of ind ence, witl the abandonment of the Territories 
| to slavery. This, as I regard it, is the real danger to the pro- 
| spects of civilisation in North America ; and to prevent this, there- 
| fore, according to my view, should be the great object of those 
who inthis country or elsewhere desire to promote that cause.

the more necessary, because there will be endless efforts to 
mystify the subject, and to alarm the owners of land with the sug- 
a of all kinds of difficulties in the present and vague fears 
or the future operation of the proposed change in the law.

| be a prudent good-managing proprietor, no amount of facility 
| in the transfer will have any effect in depriving him of his 
| land, while, on the other hand, if a proprietor’s imprudence 
| OF of his predecessors, or any prudent cause, should render 
| 16 Mecessary or cenvenient to dispose of his estate, he will find 
value of that which he has to sell greatly enhanced. And the 
ue will be so enhanced in two ways,—first, his costs of making 
out his son Fe = py viemagge and secondly, and more 
especial ially, the number of buyers, or would-be buyers, will be 
jacreabed by the mane number of capitalists who will venture to 
buy land when they know that they can dispose of it again by a 
ready and simple process. It will be the people who will regard 
land—meaning here of course agricultural land—as property who 
must be most attracted and most directly benefited by ready 
and cheap means of transfer. A few exam les may be suggested. 
_ A merchant trader, or professional man of moderate fortune, may 
invest say 20,000/ in the purchase of a farm or two, and may expend 
5,0007, or more, in executing the durable improvements which will 
put the farms in such condition as to be let for the highest rents. He 
may let the newly-purchased farms to tenants of competent 
capital for long terms of years. He will then possess a property 
undeubtedly of the most solid and valuable character, but, in the 
present state of the law, it might be a property which he on an 
emergency, or his family after him, could not dispose of without 
much expense, vexation, and delay. And this circumstance 
prevents such investments being made. 
Again, a professional farmer may wish to purchase and improve 
a farm for his Own occupation, and may have an advantageous

23s 6d; barley, 387 qrs, 
16s to 17s 6d; lentils, 60 qrs, 21s; Indian corn, 778 qrs, 198 6d 
to 20s'8d per quarter, free on board. Freights—The rate for beans 
to the United Kingdom for orders may be quoted 6s 6d to 6s 9d 
per quarter, and for other descriptions in proportion ; to a direct 
port, 5s 6d to 6s: to Liverpool, by sailing vessel, 5s for wheat or 
beans ; by steamer, 5s 3d. 

Messrs Squarzy and Schwab, of Venice, state that the shipments 
of wheat from Ibraila, during the year 1861, amounted to 251,701 
kilos; of Indian corn, 240,925 kilos ; of barley, 116,496 kilos; of 
millet seed, 7,063. kilos; of beans, 1,767,260 okes; of rapeseed, 
2,498,184 okes; and of linseed, 676,980 okes. 

The Liverpool cotton market, in consequence of an improved 
market in Manchester, has been very animated during the whole 
of the present week. ‘The total sales are 54,000 bales, including 
30,000 to spinners, 15,000 on speculation, and 9,000 for export. 
The prices of American cotton are about the same as last Friday, 
while Surat is about 3d to 3d higher.

Advices from Caleutta state that the exports of cotton, for the 
four months ending Dec. 31, were 17,933 maunds; against 12,307 
maunds in 1860; and 38,366 maunds in 1859. 

The public sales of tea, held this week, have gone off steadily, 
and, in some few instances, a slight advance on previous rates has 
been obtained. In the private contract market, a limited business 
has been transacted ; nevertheless, prices have ruled firm. 

The annexed intelligence, having reference to the state of the 
tea and silk trades at the principal ports in China, is dated Hong 
Kong, Jan. 15 :— 

Tea—During the fortuight a moderate business has been done. After 
the departure of the last steamer congous sold rather lower, but Jattesly, 
owing to small stock, teamen increased their demande, and settlements 
cannot now be made except at an advance of 2 taele. Scented teas sre 
slightly easier. Canton green teas remain as before. Moyune Green 
Teas—Purchases have been made both for the English and American 
markete, at prices showing an advance of from 2 to 3 taels on opening 
rates, Stock is small, but fresh supplies continue to arrive. Freights to 
London 4/ 10s to 5/ for tea. Macao—The stock of tea on the market is 
estimated at 4,500 half-chests, and 2,700 piculs of Chin-Chew teas, No 
more Tayshan kinds are expected this season. Green Teas—2,500 chests 
are on offer, Shanghai advices are to the 9th inst. Silk—A moderate 
business has been done, and settlements since last mail amount to 
3,000 bales, meking a total of 49,000 for the season. Rates have 
advanced 10 to 15 taels, the lower qualities being chiefly affected by the 
rise. Tea—The market for black remained much as before. Shipments 
continued to be made on owners’ account, but in a few instances sales | 
had been preferred, and 5,000 chests bad changed hands at previous 
rates. Stock, 12,300 chests. Green Teas—Settlements amount to 
16,040 half-chests of Chine, and 323 balf-chests of Japan, chiefly for 
America. Rates paid have been irregular, but prices must be quoted 
higher. Stocks estimated at 24,000 half-chests of China and 1,500 half- 
chests of Japan. Freights to Londowv, 41 for tea, and 5210s for silk. 

Total export from China to Great Britain is 59,876,400 ibe, agminet 

58,119,400 Iba last year, or an increase for this season, exclusive of Foo- 

choo shipments since the 22d uit., of 1,757,000 lbs. To the United States 

the export is 9,715,500 Ibe, againet 19,879,400 ibe, showing a decrease for 

this season of 10,163,900 lbs. Dates from Foo-chow are to the 10th inst. 

A large business had been done in tea since last mail, but towards the {| 

close there was less doing. Prices were well supported, and holders S 
extremely firm.

In the early part of the week, there was a good demand for all 
kinds of raw sugar, and the quotations had an upward tendency.

There are a few sellers of parchment plantation coffee at 12:, but buyers 
have not recently come forward at this figure. The weather is exceed- 
ingly favourable for the coming crop, of which great expectations are 
formed. In Badulla the plantation crops are said to be unusuaily large. 
Native coffee is in rather limited supply at easier rates, buyers not being 
disposed to operate at late figures in the face of warlike news from 
Europe. We are still unable to report any transactions of importance in 
cocoa-nut oil, the supply of which continues extremely moderate. Cop- 
perah does not come in freely, notwithstanding the price has de- 
clined to 78s per candy: in Galle it is at 803 6d. There have been no 
further transactions in cotton. The total exports to the 16th inst. 
amounted to 84,481 beler. Freights are well maintained. 

There has been a fair demand for cocoa, but at 1s to 2s per cwt 
less money for Trinidad qualities. Rice bas moved off slowly, at 
previous rates. In the dry fruit trade, there has been no activity. 

A fair average business has been transacted in rum, at full prices. 
For brandy, there has been a limited inquiry, yet no change has 
been observed in its value. :

The total deliveries of port wine in the United Kingdom, last 
year, amounted to 2,702,649 gallons ; against 1,776,138 gallons in 
1860 ; and 2,017,338 gallons in 1859. Of sherries, the deliveries 
were 4,032,274 gallons ; against 2,975,769 gallons in 1860; and 
2,876,578 gallons in 1859, 

The public sales of colonial wool commenced yesterday. The 
attendance of both home and foreign buyers has been large, and 
the biddings, generally speaking, have ruled steady, at prices 
about equal to those realised at last auctions. The transactions 
for export have, for the most part, been on French and Belgian 
account ; and chiefly confined to middling and inferior Cape wools. 

English wool, by private contract, has moved off heavily, and 
deep-grown qualities have barely supported previous rates. Hemp 
has been less firm, and clean St Petersburg has changed hands at 
from 351 10s to 361 per ton. 

Messrs W. Greaves and Co. inform us that the public sales of 
—s Liverpool, amounting to 2,023 bales, have gone off slowly, 
although the attendance of buyers was rather numerous. Ameri- 
can cloth sold at 34s 6d to 35s per cwt. 

Saltpetre has been dull, and the currencies have had a drooping 
tendency. The market for indigo has ruled quiet, at about late 
rates. 

Messrs Thomas and Co., of Calcutta, have furnished us with 
the annexed remarks concerning the indigo trade for the fortnight 
ending Jan. 22:— 

Since the issue of our laet report, about 1C,000 maunds have changed 
hands at prices ranging from October rates to 6d advance for ordinary 
qualities, 8d to 1s per lb advance for middiing to good, while fine have sold 
at 1s 3d to 1s 6d above October prices. The biddings for the finer kinds 
have been brisk, while other sorts have been heavy of sale. The total 
quantity out of the market is about 40,000 maunde, leaving for sale about 
22,000 maunds, of which about 5,000 maunds are Bengal and Tirhoot, 
and the remainder Benares and Oude, a large proportion of which is of 
native manufacture, and much of it of very low quality. The prospect 
of war with America has caused all orders to be enspended from that 
quarter, and the Moguls and Jews are taking little or nothing for the 
Gulf and Suez, so that nearly ali the indigo is going to England and 
Francet We have collected nearly all the European invoices of the crop, 
and by allowing a liberal quantity for native manufacture, we expect the 
total out-turn will reach 62,000 maund-. 

Scotch pig iron has changed hands to a moderate extent, at from 
49s 6d to 49s per ton, cash, mized numbers.

Braprorp.—The business of the week in wool has been most 
circumscribed.
